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During the summer term we were honored by visits 
from the State Board of Education on three separate 
occasions. The Secretary, with his multitude of cares 
and duties, not only visited us in person, but also dep- 
utized both Mr. Hubbard and Mr. Walton to visit us.’ 
The suggestions made on these occasions for consider- 
ation of parents, teachers and pupils awakened new 
interest in our schools and will have a growing bene- 


ficial influence. 


At the commencement of this term prizes for excel- 
lence in penmanship developed deep interest on the 
part of the scholars in this much neglected branch of 
education. At close of term in place of the usual 
school examination, a picnic was held at Willow Dale 
by invitation of Mr. Jonathan Bowers. As proceeds 
from this picnic we realized $18.50, which increased 
to $52.10 from State fund, was expended for the pur- 
chase of maps and other like aids for the school-rooms. 

For the past twenty years, within which time the 
number of school children in this town has diminished 
from one hundred and thirty-six to seventy-two, the 
school committee in their annual reports have advo- 
cated the consolidation of our schools, but it was left 
for you, gentlemen, to practically demonstrate the ben- 
efits to be thus derived. Realizing in a measure the 
duties and responsibilities so soon to be placed upon 
our children, is it not the most natural of all things 
human that we should desire to secure for them the 
best possible preparation from the means at our com- 
mand? 

Actuated by sentiments of this character and im- 
pelled by the oft-repeated recommendation of our 
predecessors, the committee opened but four schools, 
Nos. 1, 2, 6 and 8, for the fall term, and thus furnished 
to each teacher nearer that universally acknowledged 
prime necessity for a good school—a sufficient number 
of pupils. By this consolidation and consequent de- 
crease in expense, it became possible for every child 
in town to secure during the year from thirty to thirty- 
six weeks’ schooling and-at an inconvenience to but a 
limited number for whom transportation should be 
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ie 
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furnished. Can the most unthinking fail to appreciate 
the benefits that must result from good schools for 


eight months during the year rather than from poorer 


ones for six months? 

For the winter term. six schools (Nos. 2, 3, 5, 6,7 
and 8) were opened, although observation convinces 
me that four (Nos. 2, 3,6 and 8) would have been 
better. 

During this term a change was made in geographies 
and readers, by the introduction of Harper’s Geogra- 
phy and the first four Readers of Sheldon’s series, 
thereby displacing books with which the pupils had 
tired by long acquaintance, many having memorized a 
large part of the old readers. 

The advantages arising from this change of books it 
is hoped and believed will meet the expectation of 


‘those teachers and friends of our schools who have 


long desired it and more than whispered their wishes. 

In conclusion, allow me to say that those persons 
who-.have been employed as teachers within the year 
are entitled to commendation for the generally faithful 
manner in which their duties have been performed. 
Uninterrupted harmony has characterized the entire 
period of our relation. | 

Thanking the Committee for the support given me 
and its individual members for the courtesies received, 
this report is respectfully submitted.

We are not insensible to the fact that this town is 
deeply in debt on account of the building of the 
Tyngsborough Bridge, but at the same time we think 
that the town should furnish better accommodations 
for its Library, for it is worthy of a larger, lighter, 
and dryer room. 

During the year, Mr. Bowers, with his usual gener-

Voted, that a committee of three be appointed to draft peti- 
tion, and conduct all needed business before the General Court. and 
employ counsel.
